The following report of schools for the year ending March, 
1889, is respectfully submitted : 


DIVISION NO. 1. 


In this division two terms only were had. Miss Nellie S. 
Hall was employed as teacher for the summer term. The clos- 
ing examination exercises clearly demonstrated that the term 
had been a very profitable one. Although the teacher had 
taught but one term before, she conducted her school with the 
ability of an experienced teacher. Miss Hall possesses quali- 
fications and aptitude for teaching, which, if she shall continue 
in the vocation, will win for her an excellent reputation as a 
public school teacher. ‘The fall term was placed in charge of 
Miss Nellie A. Putnam. ‘The school opened. auspiciously, but 
sickness prevented the visiting committee from attending the 
closing examination. We feel justified in saying, however, that 
from information obtained from reliable sources, the school was, 
in all essentials, highly successful. Without reflecting upon the 
attainments or accomplishment of other pupils, we wish to say 
that Cather T. Douglas at this examination, having never be- 
fore studied written arithmetic, gave a recitation in Greenleat’s 
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Practical Arithmetic from the opening to decimal fractions with- 
out missing a question, and mastered, during the term, all the 
examples for practice within the same limits. 


DIVISION NO. 2. 


The summer term was taught by Mrs. Cora A. Sanborn, an 
experienced and accomplished teacher. The final examina- 
tion evinced that a thorough and efficient work had been done. 
The pupils had been awakened to a deep interest in their studies, 
showing that the teacher had labored diligently and faithfully 
in the discharge of the duties with which she had been invested. 
Mrs. Sanborn has won enviable reputation as a teacher of youth, 
and needs no supplemental testimony to sustain that reputation. 
Mrs. Sanborn also conducted a very successful term in the fall, 
and the above remarks will apply with equal force to her labors 
of the second term. Mrs. Nellie L. Barton, a teacher of long 
successful experience in the school-room, and a lady of intrin- 
sic worth, assumed the role of instructor for the winter term. 
This was truly a beautiful school. The highest properties of 
instruction were here exemplified. The teacher, unremitting 
in her labors, aimed at practical instruction, and a utilitarian 
application of the things learned. The respectful deference 
which the pupils paid to one another, and to all with whom they 
came in contact, proved that the instruction had extended be- 
yond the mere routine of school-room work, and that Christian 
principles, of non-sectarian nature, had been carefully instilled. 
Mrs. Barton has been the architect of her own success, and 
requires no formal praise, or commendation, to establish her 
in the confidence and respect of all who know her. 


DIVISION NO. 38. 

This school for the summer term was under the tuition of 
Miss Clara B. Barton, an acknowledged and recognized teach- 
er of the first rank. It was in every respect a highly success- 

ful term of study. Order, decorum, and urbanity, marked the 
closing exercises, and method and system were the result of the 
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teacher’s labors and efforts. Miss Barton needs no encomium to: 
commend her to the favorable opinion of the friends of educa- 
tion. In the fall Miss Angie B. Colby was employed as teagh- 
er. Miss Colby labored earnestly to promote the interests of 
her pupils, and her labors were productive of good results. The 
winter term was conducted by Miss Nellie A. Putnam. The 
school was unconditionally successful. The government was 
without a fault, good progress was made in all the branches 
pursued, and the instruction was thorough and practical. The 
teacher was deeply interested in the welfare and advancement: 
of her pupils, and that the pupils appreciated the teach- 
er’s earnest endeavors intheir behalf, was attested at the 
final examination when they presented her with a copy of Long- 
fellow’s poems. Miss Putnam, in the management of one of 
the largest schools in town, although young, has given proof of 
being a capable and efficient instructor. 


DIVISION NO. 4. 


The summer term was intrusted to Miss Nellie A. Putnam. 
The examination exercises were of an interesting character, and 
clearly proved that the teacher had labored faithfully and suc- 
cessfully in accelerating the interests of her pupils. Here, for 
the first time, we listened to a revitation of a whole school in 
concert, in which were given the names of all the states and 
territories and their capitals. The fall term was taught by the 
same teacher, and after six weeks duration, closed abruptly 
and without a final examination. Miss Nettie H. Davis, a gradu- 
ate at Kimball Union Academy, was employed for the winter 
term. ‘The pupils under her drill, made rapid progress, and 
the instruction was of a character such as to merit high com- 
mendation. Miss Davis isa lady of many excellent qualities, 
and we presage for her a successful course in the vocatiol 
which she has chosen. 


DIVISION NO. 5. 
Miss Sadie G. Blanchard assumed the duties of teacher for 
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the two terms taught in this division, and with very satisfactory 

results. Miss Blanchard won the confidence and respect of 

pupils and parents, and gave impress of mental peculiarities 

_ and fitness suited to the developing process of the youthful 
mind. 


DIVISION NO. 6. 


In this division two terms were taught by Mrs. Rosette A. 
Barton, a teacher who has few equals and no superior in schol- 
arship and qualification in common school branches, and who 
possesses a native genius for singularly clear and lucid exposi- 
tion of any topic or principle. Although the school was small 
it afforded an opportunity for Mrs. Barton to bring into requi- 
sition attainments of a high order. Here the phonic method 
was taught by one who thoroughly appreciates a practical and 
correct understanding of the essential and elementary princi- 
ples of the English language, and who is thoroughly conversant 
with the fundamental principles that the method embraces. The 
principles of the ‘‘New Hampshire rule,” for the computation 
of annual interest when partial payments have been made, and 
many of the combinations arising from the rule, under diverse 
and complex forms, were finely elucidated by a truly mathe- 
matical mind. In brief, both terms were eminently and un- 
qualifiedly successful. 


FREE TEXT BOOKS. 


The teachers who have offi ciated in this town the past year 
have labored under wearisome disadvantages, and their efforts 
have been much less profitable to their pupils, because of a 
dissimilitude of text-books in our schools. This condition of 
things ought not longer to be permitted to exist. Immediate 
steps should be taken to bring about a uniformity of text-books, 
and thus remove an impediment that has long retarded the pro- 
gress of our pupils. This object can best be accomplished by 
an appropriation of money by the school district. The district, 
thereby, would carry into practical effect a cardinal principle, 
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which, at times, has theoretically been supposed to lie at the 
bottom of our educational system, viz:—freedom and equality 
of educational advantages and opportunities. Many times, as 
it is now, children of poor parents are unable to reap the advan- 
tages of our so-called free school system, by reason of a lack of 
means with which to obtain books. This should not be. The 
doors of our common schools should not be closed against any, 
however humble and destitute, who may desire intellectually to 
fit themselves for honorable occupations in life, and prepare 
themselves for the responsible duties of American citizenship. 
Let us, then, so far as we may, extend a helping hand to the 
poor and unfortunate youth who would seek the opportunities 
of self culture and improvement, but who now are unable to do 
so on account of pecuniary inability to procure books, by making 
a liberal appropriation of funds for the introduction of free text- 
books into our schools, and by so doing, make them in fact what 
they are in name, in reality what they are in ideality—palla- 
diums of liberty. The legislature of New Hampshire passed 
the following law in relation to text-books in 1883. ; 

Sec. 1. Any town or any district, at any lawful meeting, 
may raise money by taxation or otherwise for supplying the 
scholars in the common schools with suitable school books free 
of charge. 

Sec. 2. Any town or any district may by vote establish 
suitable regulations in respect thereto ; and it shall be the duty 
of the school committee to provide such regulations in case the 
town or district fails to do so. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect on and after April 1, 1884. 
Approved August 21, 1883. 

We earnestly recommend that a suitable sum of money be 
appropriated at the coming annual meeting of the district, with 
which to carry out the provisions of this law, and thus make 
school books free to every pupil in town. We have been at 
‘some pains to learn the introductory prices of standard text- 
books in order to approximate the amount of money necessary 
for such a purpose, and we believe that $200 will satisfy the 
requirements of our recommendation.

LEGAL INTEREST. 


Among those things which are most practical and needful for 
every pupil to become familiar with, and master of, and which 
should be given due prominence in the school-room, is the sub- 
ject of legal interest. No matter what calling or profession in 
life one may enter, the ability to compute legal interest’ will 
most likely prove an inestimable advantage, and may be the 
estoppel to lengthy and expensive suits at law, for inaccuracy 
in computing interest has involved a vast deal of litigation even 
in our own county. During the past year we have furnished 
teachers with the rule for the computation of annual interest when 
partial payments have been made, embracing the gist of decis- 
ions relating to annual interest by the supreme court of this 
state, and have sought to have it practically and thoroughly 
taught. For the benefit of teachers and pupils we here repro- 
duce the rule which is laid down as follows: 


THE RULE. 


Find the interest due upon the principal and the annual in 
terest at the annual ‘‘rest’” (the time when the annual interest 
becomes due from year to year) next after the first. payment. 
To the payment or payments made before this ‘‘trest’ add in- 
terest from the dates when they were made to the date of the 
‘‘rest,’’ unless there is no interest due upon the principal, ex- 
cepting that accruing during the year inwhich the pay- 
ment or payments were made, and the payments together are 
less than the interest thus accruing, in which last case no interest 
is to be added to the payments. Deduct the payment or payments, 
with or without interest, as aforesaid, from the amount of prin- 
cipal, annual interest and simple interest upon the annual inter- 
est due at the time of said ‘‘rest” if such payment or payments 
equal or exceed the annual and simple interest then due; if less 
than such annual and simple interest, but greater than the simple 
interest due upon the annual interest, deduct the same from the 
sum of the annual and simple interest, and upon the balance of 
such annual interest find simple interest to the time when the next 
payment or payments are applied ; if less than the simple interest 
due upon the annual interest, deduct the same from such simple 
interest and add the balance without interest to the other interest 
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due at the time when the next payment or payments are applied. 
Proceed in like manner to the time of the first annual ‘‘rest” 
following the next payment, and to the end of the time required. 


A CLOSING WORD. 

This is an age of practical utility and rapid progression. 
Man’s energies are directed in the channels of commercial and 
business relations as they never were before, perhaps, in any 
age of the world. This condition of things calls for practical 
training and discipline in the preparatory schools in which the 
youth of our time are tutored for the active duties of citizen- 
ship. It requires progressive methods and systems of instruct- 
ion. It demands that teachers shall be ready to apprehend the 
changing exigencies of school work, and not cling, with abnor- 
mal adhesion, to the departed customs and practices of the dead 
past.
